Allowance 

Applicant's arguments filed 04/20/2010, with respect to amended claims, have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection filed 01/21/2010 has been 
withdrawn. 

Claims 1-7, 10-12, 15-19 and 30-33 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed 
invention is distinguished over the prior art of record in that the prior art does not teach 
a photomask comprising: a mask pattern formed on a transparent substrate having a 
light shielding property with respect to exposing light; and a transparent portion of the 
transparent substrate where said mask pattern that is not formed, wherein the 
transparent portion surrounds the mask pattern, and the mask pattern includes a first 
pattern and a second pattern each having a line shape and having a mask enhancer 
structure including a phase shifter for transmitting the exposing light in an opposite 
phase with respect to the transparent portion and a shielding portion surrounding the 
phase shifter, and a third pattern located adjacent to said first pattern along a direction 
vertical to the line direction of the first pattern, at a distance not larger than a given 
distance and with a transparent portion sandwiched between the first pattern and the 
third pattern, an end portion of said first mask pattern and an end portion of said second 
mask pattern are surrounded by said transparent portion in three directions of the end 
portion of the first mask pattern and the end portion of the second mask pattern, 
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the outermost region in the mask pattern is the shielding portion, and the outmost region 
of the third pattern is a shielding pattern, a first phase shifter of said mask enhancer 
structure in said first pattern is a line shaped pattern having a first line width with a 
predetermined width, a second phase shifter of the mask enhancer structure in the 
second pattern is a line-shaped pattern having a second line width with a predetermined 
width, and the first line width is smaller than the second line width and a pattern width of 
the first pattern in a short side direction is the same as a pattern width of a the second 
pattern in a short side.
